Thousands of settlers are being helped to put their land 
into production free of a crushing debt burden through the 


operation of the Alberta government’s farm land tenure sys- 
tem which was put into effect under the leadership of Pre- 
mier William Aberhart, Hon. N. E. Tanner, minister of lands 
and mines, told Edmonton Rotary Club members at a lunch- 


eon meeting at the Macdonald hotel Thursday. 


Mr. Tanner explained that under-» 


the farm tenure plan the settler is 
given a chance to get the farm into 
production without paying any 
taxes or rent at all during the first 
three years of operation, and there- 
after rents are charged only on the 
basis of a percentage of the actual 
crop production. .In other words, 


In effect from 1872 to 1939, the 
old plan lacked orderly planning 
and supervision. The settler was 
given totle to any 160 acres of 
‘homestead land which he might 
|choose, providing he lived on the 
{homestead during fixed periods 
each year and carried out certain

CABINET DIVIDED 

After having struek out section 
three, the cabinet divides along 
these lines: 

One group, headed by Prime Min- 
ister King believes that before 
overseas conscription is enforced 
the government must return to par- 
liament for approval. In defence of 
this position it is urged that Mr 
King’s speeches in the plebiscite de- 
bate and in the plebiscite's campaign 
commit him to this course. 

The other group, which in- 
cludes, for certain, Hon. J. L. 
Ralston and Hon. Angus Mac- 
Donald, believes that having 
struck out section three, the gov- 
ernment must assume full re- 
sponsibility to apply conscription 
if and when it is necessary, to 
do so without any further author- 
ization of or debate in parlia- 
ment. In the view of these min- 
isters, the Yes majority in the 
plebiscite is 3 mandate, or defin- 
ite instruction, by the electors to 
the government and parliament 
to apply conscription. To renew 
the pledge to turn to parliament, 
in their view, would mean no 
real advancement, The conacrip- 
tion controversy would have to be 
gone through anew. 

While efforts are being made to 
find a solution to this deadlock, 
acceptable to both sides, hitherto 
they have been unsuccessful,

Jap Warships 
Become Active 
Off Australia 


By the Canadian Press 

Increased Japanese naval ac- 
tivity has been observed in the 
waters around New Britain, per- 
haps signalling a new southward 
thrust against Australia's sea com- 
munications or against the Com- 
monwealth itself. 

The 100-mile waterway between 
New Britain and New Guinea would 
be the natural gateway for a Jap- 
anese sea-borne attack against Aus- 
tralia’s east coast. 

Military observers pointed out 
that with the fall of Corregidor in 
the Philippines large numbers of 
Japanese troops and equipment 
have been released for duty else- 
where, and they recalled that so 
far in the war the Japanese have 
been swift to strike in a new direc- 
tion after each success. 

Activity by Japanese warships 
was also reported near Bougainville 
in the Solomon islands, 300 miles 
east of New Britain. 

On the Burma front, Chinese mili- 
tary dispatches said that Japan's 
invasion armies rushing up the 
Burma road had driven almost 25 
miles into China proper after cap- 
turing the Chinese town of Wanting, 
on the China-Burma frontier.

WASHINGTON, May 7. 
(AP)—The United States 
navy department announc- 
ed today that eight Japan- 
ese ships, including seven 
warships, had been sunk 
in a naval engagement in 
the vicinity of the Solomon 
istands in the Pacific and 
that four other enemy ves- 
sels were badly damaged. 
The action was carried out with 

the loss of but three American 
planes, a communique said. 

At the same time, it was an- 
nounced U.S. submarines on patrol 
in the western Pacific had sunk 
three enemy ships. 

These various sinkings and dam- 
agings raised to more than 230 the 
number of Japanese vessels destroy- 
ed or damaged by US. forces to 
date, 

No details of what apparently was 
a great naval engagement involving 
Japanese forces striking at the flank 
of the American supply line to Aus- 
tralia were given in the navy re- 
port except as to results and the 
fact that it occurred on May 4. 


SURFACE SHIPS USED 
. The communique began by say- 
ing simply that “very excellent 
news has been received.” 

Naval authorities declared that 
employment of the term “naval en- 
gagement” left no doubt that this 
was an action involving American 
and Japanese surface units as well 
as airplanes, the first on any con- 
siderable scale since the battle of 
Java Sea in which the Japanese 
emerged victorious. 

The enemy ships were listed by 
the navy as a light cruiser; two 
destroyers, four gunboats and a 
supply vessel. * 

Those damaged were a 9,000-ton 
seaplane tender, a light cruiser, a 
cargo vessel and a transport.

Cruiser 


Is Sunk

LONDON, May 7.—(BUP) 
|—A series of Arctic ocean 
battles with German destroy- 


ers, submarines and airplanes 
cost Great Britain the 10,000- 
ton cruiser Edinburgh and 
four merchant ships out of 
Allied convoys to Russia, but 
the Nazis had one destroyer 
sunk and another severely 
damaged, the Admiralty said 
tonight. 

The convoy got through with 
vital war supplies for the Red 
army despite five vain attempts 
by enemy destroyers to break 
through the British protective 
warship screen, it was emphasiz- 
ed in the communique, 

The Edinburgh, which Berlin had 
reported hit by two torpedoes, was 
damaged by a U-boat and taken in 
tow, but later was attacked by 
three German destroyers on May 
2. She fought back, engaged the 
enemy and sank one destroyer and 
damaged another. 


SUNK BY OWN SHIPS 

Finally, the cruiser was sunk by 
the British because of another tor- 
pedo hit. 

The €ngagement occurred over a 
number of days en route to Russia 
and on the return voyage, 

The battles occurred. in the 
stormy Arctic seas while two con- 
voys were en route in opposite 
directions, 

Three merchant ships were sunk 
out of the Allied convoy en route 
to Russia and one merchant ship 
in ballast and the Edinburgh were 

sunk in the attack on the convoy 
returning from Russia.

William Allan Mather was born at 
Oshawa, Ontario, in 1885, the son of 
Mr, and Mrs. D. L, Mather.

Mather was still an infant, and he 
was brought up and received his 
early education at that Lake of the 
Woods town. 

With engineering mapped out as 
his life work, Mr, Mather joined the 
Canadian Pacific Railway in 1903, 
at the same time enrolling at Mc-

graduated in 1908, The intervening 
years were spent in summer work 
with the railway during which he 
worked on many construction jobs 
in the west. 

After graduating as an engineer,

British Capture Diego Suarez 


Churchill Announces 
Fleet To Enter Naval 


Base Sometime Today 


LONDON, May 7.—(CP)—The Berlin radio today broadcast a 
Vichy report that British naval units which had been off Diego 
Suarez, chief port of Madagascar, entered the harbor at 3:30 p.m. 
Prime Minister Churchill had said the formal entry into the port 
would be made about that time. 


VICHY, May 7.—(AP)—An announcement that Diego Suares, 
main stronghold on French Madagascar, still was holding out at 1:30 
p.m., Vichy time (5:30 a.m., M.D.T.), was issued here today.

LONDON, May 7.—(BUP)—British forces, capturing 
Diego Suarez town and Antsirane naval base, smashed Vichy 
resistance in- Madagascar today and a British fleet steamed 
toward Diego Suarez Bay for a triumphal entry this after- 
noon. 


The end came in a dramatic night attack by British 
commandos and parachutists on Antsirane, while Royal 
marines made a diversional attack. One of the greatest 
naval bases in the world, dominating Indian ocean trade 
routes, thus fell after a 48-hour lightning campaign. 


The French naval and military commanders surrendered 
and the terms of capitulation are being arranged. 

Resistance by small isolated pockets of Vichy troops, 
their backs to the sea, near Antsirane was expected to end 
at any moment. 


Took Three Months To Prepare Attack 


A joint communique of the Admiralty and war office, 
and official statements by British spokesmen, announced 
the victory, while Prime Minister Winston Churchill jubilant- 
ly told a cheering House of Commons that the British fleet 
would enter Diego Suarez bay and harbor during the day. 

Churchill said the campaign, which had taken only 48 
hours to win, had taken three months to prepare, 


Plans were drawn up in most minute details, he re- 
vealed, and an overwhelming force of men and weapons 
of all the fighting services, army, navy, air force and com- 
mandos, was thrown against the Vichy garrison in order to 
minimize bloodshed. 


“Our first assault on one French position was repulsed 
with losses which exceeded 1,000 men,” he revealed. 


Maj.-Gen. Sturges In Command 


But the British forces under Maj.-Gen. R. G. Sturges, 
Royal Marines, massed for their climactic attack and cap- 
tured Antsirane during the night. 

“The French naval and military commanders have sur- 
rendered and the town of Diego Suarez has been captured,” 
he said. 


“We trust that the French nation will in time come 
to regard this episode as a recognizable step in the lib- 
eration of their country, including Alsace and Lorraine, 
from the German yoke,” he said. 


Churchill paid tribute to the gallantry and discipline of 
the French forces and said he and his fellow Britons grieved 
that bloodshed had occurred between the troops of two coun- 
tries whose peoples at heart were united against a common

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Building Speeds Up 


Building activity in Edmonton is mak- 
ing good the promise of the earlier months 
of the year. Up to the end of April 532 
permits had been taken out, 30 more than 
in the corresponding months last year. Of 
these 156 were permits for dwelling houses, 
against 132 last year. Permits taken out 
this year call for the expenditure of $328,- 
955, compared with $291,675 a year ago. 
During the last four months city land sales 
totalled $96,317, against $68,471 for the 
first quarter of 1941. 

Remembering that new houses were 
going up in all parts of the city last sum- 
mer—more than 500 were built altogether 
—the fact that house permits are running 
about 15 per cent ahead of last year's fig- 
ures speaks for itself. We are to have a 
very busy house-building season, beyond 
doubt. How busy may be determined by 
the materials and labor available. Barring 
limitations in one of these directions or in 
both, it is quite possible that more houses 
will be built in Edmonton this summer than 
during any season since the boom days of 
more than thirty years ago. 


The Call For More Flax 


Western farmers are being asked to 
sow more land to flax this spring, as a pa- 
triotic duty. Vegetable oils are scarce be- 
cause East Indies supplies have been cut 
off and supplies from some other over- 
sea sources are difficult to get. Such oils 
are needed for food and for the making 
of explosives. Flax is said to be the only 
oil-producing crop the Canadian farmer 
can increase to any great extent. He is 
being urged to do this as one way to help 
the war effort—or to keep the effort from 
being restricted. 

To what extent vegetable oils enter 
into the manufacture of explosives is all a 
mystery to the layman. Whether flaxseed 
oil—otherwise linseed oil—is used for this 
purpose or to replace other oils diverted 
to this use, only experts can tell. But what 
is apparent to every newspaper reader is 
that the quantity of explosives now made 
and used must exceed anything heretofore 
dreamed of. And every bomber, tank and 
gun that comes off the construction line 
increases the need. A 

Even without understanding the pro- 
cesses of manufacture, it is plain enough 
that the need for the vegetable oil 
content of explosives is unprecedented, 
while the oversea supplies have been cut to 
a fraction. This maks sufficiently clear 
for all practical purposes the urgency of 
the call for more flax. 


“Wake Island” Repeated 


Short of food, without ammunition, and 
beyond reach of supplies, the defenders of 
Corregidor and the three smaller island 
forts in Manila Bay were obliged to capitu- 
late. But not until they had made their 
names immortal, added another to the list 
of historic sieges, and set an example that 
will inspire their comrades of all the ser- 
vices of all the United Nations. For nearly 
five months they have fought with scant 
and diminishing hopes of relief, against any 
odds the enemy chose to throw against 
them, assailed with all manner of weapons 
by day and night. They well deserve the 
tribute paid them by President Roosevelt, 
which must find an echo even in the camp 
of their assailants. 

For this victory the Japanese have paid 
a heavy price in men and materials, and in 
time which may be of even more import- 
ance to them. The forces and the equip- 
ment which had to be used against the 
Manila defences could otherwise have been 
used against Australia, to consolidate the 
landings made in a score of as yet uncon- 
quered East Indies islands, or to speed the 
drive toward India and the back door of 
China, The strength of the garrison, 
American and Filipino, is given as 7,000 
men, Seldom have so few held out so long 
against so many, and seldom has the hold- 
ing of a fortress been more costly to the 
besiegers. If there is any flicker of chiv- 
alry in the Tokyo mentality, the valor of 
thee foemen will not fail of appreciation 
there, 


A Victory For Free France 


Madagascar is nearly a thousand miles 
long, is comparable in size to the province 
of Alberta, and has a population of about 
4,000,000. The French residents number 
25,000, three-quarters of whom are said to 
be anti-Axis. ; 

The island lies within easy striking dis- 
tance of the routes which must be taken by 
Allied ships carrying supplies to the Red 
Sea, the Persian Gulf and India. The genu- 
ineness of Tokyo's disappointment in not 
obtaining the use of the island naval and 
air bases cannot be doubted. With Allied 
sea and air forces based there, the routes 
can be protected and supplies kept moving 
to Egypt, Russia and India. 

Aside from war uses, the island has 
varied and valuable resources, mineral and 
other, which would make it a prolific 
source of raw materials for Japan in after- 
war days. That, once there, the Japanese 
would hand Madagascar back to France 
when the war ends is only a diplomatic fic- 
tion. The French Empire is being parcelled 
out among the Axis powers permanently, 


whatever fairy tales may be whispered in 
the Petain ears. 

Occupied by the British on behalf of the 
United Nations, the island is to be held in 
trust, and returned to France when France 
is again free. Even Laval knows that defin- 
ite pledge will be kept. Frenchmen gener- 
ally will understand that the occupation of 
Madagascar by Allied forces is a victory 
for France over the gangsters who are 
pulling its Empire to pieces wherever they 
can get a foot-hold. %

Building Speeds Up 


Building activity in Edmonton is mak- 
ing good the promise of the earlier months 
of the year. Up to the end of April 532 
permits had been taken out, 30 more than 
in the corresponding months last year. Of 
these 156 were permits for dwelling houses, 
against 132 last year. Permits taken out 
this year call for the expenditure of $328,- 
955, compared with $291,675 a year ago. 
During the last four months city land sales 
totalled $96,317, against $68,471 for the 
first quarter of 1941. 

Remembering that ‘new houses were 
going up in all parts of the city last sum- 
mer—more than 500 were built altogether 
—the fact that house permits are running 
about 15 per cent ahead of last year’s fig- 
ures speaks for itself. We are to have a 
very busy house-building season, beyond 
doubt. How busy may determined by 
the materials and labor available. Barring 
limitations in one of these directions or in 
both, it is quite possible that more houses 
will be built in Edmonton this summer than 
during any season since the boom days of 
more than thirty years ago. 


The Call For More Flax 


Western farmers are being asked to 
sow more land to flax this spring, as a pa- 
triotic duty. Vegetable oils are scarce be- 
cause East Indies supplies have been cut 
off and supplies from some other over- 
sea sources are difficult to get. Such oils 
are needed for food and for the making 
of explosives. Flax is said to be the only 
oil-producing crop the Canadian farmer 
can increase to any great extent. He is 
being urged to do this as one way to help 
the war effort—or to keep the effort from 
being restricted. 

To what extent vegetable oils enter 
into the manufacture of explosives is all a 
mystery to the layman. Whether flaxseed 
oil—otherwise linseed oil—is used for this 
purpose or to replace other oils diverted 
to this use, only experts can tell. But what 
is apparent to every newspaper reader is 
that the quantity of explosives now made 
and used must exceed anything heretofore 
dreamed of. And every bomber, tank and 
gun that comes off the construction line 
increases the need. ‘ 

Even without understanding the pro- 
cesses of manufacture, it is plain enough 
that the need for the vegetable oil 
content of explosives is unprecedented, 
while the oversea supplies have been cut to 
a fraction. This maks sufficiently clear 
for all practical purposes the urgency of 
the call for more flax. 


“Wake Island” Repeated 


Short of food, without ammunition, and 
beyond reach of supplies, the defenders of 
Corregidor and the three smaller island 
forts in Manila Bay were obliged to capitu- 
late. But not until they had made their 
names immortal, added another to the list 
of historic sieges, and set an example that 
will inspire their comrades of all the ser- 
vices of all the United Nations. For nearly 
five months they have fought with scant 
and diminishing hopes of relief, against any 
odds the enemy chose to throw against 
them, assailed with all manner of weapons 
by day and night. They well deserve the 
tribute paid them by President Roosevelt, 
which must find an echo even in the camp 
of their assailants. 

For this victory the Japanese have paid 
a heavy price in men and materials, and in 
time which may be of even more import- 
ance to them. The forces and the equip- 
ment which had to be used against the 
Manila defences could otherwise have been 
used against Australia, to consolidate the 
landings made in a score of as yet uncon- 
quered Fast Indies islands, or to speed the 
drive toward India and the back door of 
China. The strength of the garrison, 
American and Filipino, is given as 7,000 
men, Seldom have so few held out so long 
against s0 many, and seldom has the hold- 
ing of a fortress been more costly to the 
besiegers. If there is any flicker of chiy- 
alry in the Tokyo mentality, the valor of 
rere foemen will not fail of appreciation 
there, 


A Victory For Free France 


Madagascar is nearly a thousand miles 
long, is comparable in size to the province 
of Alberta, and has a population of about 
4,000,000. The French residents number 
25,000, three-quarters of whom are said to 
be anti-Axis. 

The island lies within easy striking dis- 
tance of the routes which must be taken by 
Allied ships carrying supplies to the Red 
Sea, the Persian Gulf and India. The genu- 
ineness of Tokyo's disappointment in not 
obtaining the use of the island naval and 
air bases cannot be doubted. With Allied 
sea and air forces based there, the routes 
can be protected and supplies kept moving 
to Egypt, Russia and India. 

Aside from war uses, the island has 
varied and valuable resources, mineral and 
other, which would make it a prolific 
source of raw materials for Japan in after- 
war days. That, once there, the Japanese 
would hand Madagascar back to France 
when the war ends is only a diplomatic fic- 
tion, The French Empire is being parcelled 
out among the Axis powers permanently,

Picture Conditions 
in Britain 

By H. L. McNALLY IN THE 

DAILY EXPRESS, LONDON 

Everyone in Great Britain, his 
person, money and property are 
at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment, Anyone may be ordered 
to go anywhere, do anything. 

The Government can control 
banks and limit amounts which 
may be drawn by private or busi- 
ness customers, Private pro- 
petty and land can be requisi- 
tioned for any purpose, and pro- 
perty, if necessary, destroyed. 

Workers in essential industries 
may not be sacked nor change 
their jobs except with the con- 
sent of the Ministry of Labor, 
Women between 20 and 31 may 
not obtain or change employment 
except through labor exchanges. 

Strikes and lock-outs can be 
forbidden, and dilution of labor 
has been accepted on a large scale 
by the trade unions, 

Prisoners and convicts can be 
released if required by the Gov- 
ernment, 

Slackers and absentees are 
liable to fines and prison. 

Specialist classes of workers, 
such as engineers and scientists, 
have been compelled to register 
for industrial mobilization under 
penalty of £100. Inefficient war 
works managements can be re- 
placed. 

On the outbreak of the war all 
gold bullion and specie was call- 
ed up and foreign exchange mob- 
ilized, 

Export of money is forbidden 
except by licence, and no one 
may take out more than £10 from 
the country, Exports of jewellery 
come under a similar ban.

Most tobacconists serve regular 
customers only, and limit the 
amount they will sell. 

Metalware, glassware, and 
furniture have increased three 
and four times in price. 

Radios are nearly unobtain- 
able, some secondhand sets being 
worth more now than their cost 
when new. Valves for replace- 
ment are hard to get. 

Car radio is forbidden. 

Income tax has increased to a 
standard rate of 10s. in the £, with 
a top rate for the highest incomes 
of 19s. 6d. in the £. 

No one can now have a net in- 
come of £10,000 a year,unless his 
gross income is about £330,000.

This argument, of course, is so 
fallacious as to be iniquitous.

As a matter of fact, since 
there was a certain negative vote 
in every Canadian province, one 
must assume that the promise 
was national. Only a certain 
foreknowledge of a solid affirm- 
ative sentiment in every Cana- 


rationing by growing their own’ Quebecois will accept the deci-'dian province but Quebee would

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justify Quebec in assuming that 
ue promise was made solely to 
her. 

Actually, the promise must be 
assumed to apply at least to 
every Canadian who thought fit 
to vote “no” on the plebiscite. 

The present Quebec argument, 
therefore, is entirely untenable. 


Dangerous 


Moreover, it is a dangerous 
Speculation to apply to political 
affairs, It raises the entire ques- 
tion of majority rights in a 
highly inflammatory way, 

Even if the nine provinces of 
Canada were voting units in Do- 
minion affairs, which they are| 
not, they would still have to re- 
spect the majority decision, 

If they did not respect the 
majority decision, they would 
put themselves in exactly the 
|same position as a man who re- 
jfused to abide by the Canadian 
law against murder because he 
did not happen to have voted 
for the adoption of the criminal 
code, 

If a section of the country is 
not bound by the majority will 
of the country, then any dissent- 
ing individual is not bound by 
those majority decisions. 

In short, to carry the argument 
to a logical diminishing con- 
clusion, any man who voted 
against the liquor laws of Al- 
berta for instance, would feel 
himself justified in flagrantly 
breaking those laws. 

The iniquity in the contention 
of this Quebec minority lies not 
so much in its present application 
as in the impossible results that 
would follow if the principle be- 
came a precedent. 


Minority Rule 


Democracy is based entirely 
upon majority rule. 

To breach that rule or to make 
exceptions to it is to destroy the 
foundations of the entire system. 

Indeed, the whole transition 
from absolute monarchy or feud- 
alism or any other archaic sys- 
tem is completely a matter of| 
recognizing majority rights as 
Opposed to minority rights. 

The claim advanced by a few 
people of Quebec in this plebi- 
scite matter, then, represents an 
attempt to undermine the 
foundations of Democracy or, at 
least, the foundations of these 
pespsipieg in which Democracy 

grounded. 

Tt is possible to have a good 
dea] of sympathy with the view- 
point of the dissenters, But when 
the matter is viewed in the light 
of this consideration and under- 
stood as a distinct threat to our 
whole political system, the ser- 
jousness of the contention is 
readily apparent. 

It becomes clear that it is a 
viewpoint that cannot be tol- 
erated for a moment by those 
Canadians who are determined | 


to base their future on the 
elaboration of the democratic 
principle, 


register a protest against present 
conditions. 

Hansard reports quite a dis- 
cussion in the House on the ques- 
tion of dependants’ allowances 
for the present war, but no men- 
tion was made of the widows of 
veterans of the last war who have 
suffered for the past twenty years 
and are still suffering because 
the present government does not 
see fit to make any provision for 
them! It cannot be claimed that 
the government is ignorant of the 
true situation. Associations all 
across the Dominion have made 
repeated representations during 
the past four years, 

Briefs have been 
petitions made, and interviews 
obtained, but to no avail. Dele- 
gates of seven associations met 
and conferred with the Hon. Ian 
Mackenzie, minister of pensions 
and national health, and the Rt. 
Hon. the Prime Minister in Feb- 
ruary of this year. 

The delegates felt sure that this 
problem would have had some 
action by now. It is a disgrace to 
think that women who sacrificed 
to send their men to war should 
be pushed aside—many in actual 
want of homes and forced to ace 
cept charitable assistance. The 
government owes these women 
some consideration and now is 
the time to take the matter into 
consideration when the Depend- 
ants’ Allowance Bill is being dis- 
cussed, 

We, the non-pensioned vet- 
terans’ widows are.depending on 
the government to see that we are 
provided for now,

ment, savage cut-throat competi-

Mr, Byrne stated. “In other words, 
a condition of economic. civil war 
would develop, getting increasingly 
acute,” 

Pointing to more disastrous con- 
sequences, the speaker declared 
that as producers found they could 
not sell their goods in their own 
country, they would attempt to sell 
them in foreign countries. But as 
these countries also had an unsale- 
able surplus, they would attempt 
to keep foreign goods out by tariffs | 
and embargoes. 


WAR INEVITABLE 
“Under such conditions it is only 
a question of time before the rena 
omic weapons of tariffs and embar- 


goes are exchanged for bombing 
planes and howitzers. War would 
be inevitable—and so humanity 


would stagger from war to war and 


revolution to revolution until the 
entire social structure lay in! 
ruins,” he stated. 

The war only offered a tempor: | 


ary solution to the monetary pro-| 
blem, he pointed out. Today much 
purchasing power was being distri- 
buted -for the production required | 
for the war. As war products never 
come on the market, the purchas- | 
ing power is used to buy domestic 
necessities, and in this way the 


shortage of purchasing power is} 
made good. But as soon as the war} 
ended, the people would be faced 
with the same chaotic condition as 
| before, 

In Canada democracy will not 


function fully until the social sys- 
tem is yielding the people the re-| 
sults they want, Mr. Byrne main- 
tained. 

“To gain this the people will 
have to assert their constitutional 
sovereignty, 
that they must be organized as 
the people, so that they can not 
only’ voice a united demand for 
the results they want in common, 
but they must be able to insist on 
Obedience to their wishes,” he 
sald. 

In conclusion, he declared; ‘The 
alternative is certain disaster, pos-
